WA!;HIN(;TON, April 11.—The pres- 
ident today sent the following mes- 
sage to the congress of the United 
States: 


"Obedient to that precept of the 
constitution which 
commands the 
president to give from time to time 
the congress information of the state 
of the union, and to recommend to 
their consideration such 
measures 
as he shall 
judge necessary 
and 
expedient, it becomes my duty now 
to address your hotly with regard 
to the grave crisis that has arisen 
in the relations of the United States 
to Spain by reason of the warfare 
that for more than throe years 
has 
raged'in the neighboring island of 
Cuba. 


"1 do so because of the intimate 
connection of the Cuban question 
with the state of our own 
union, 
and, the grave relation the course 
which is now incumbent upon the 
nation to adopt must needs bear 
to 
the traditional policy of our govern- 
ment, if it is to accord with the pre- 
cepts laid down by the founders of 
the republic and 
religiously 
ob- 
served 
by succeeding 
administra- 
tions to the present day. 


UEVOIXTIONS IN CUBA. 


"The present revolution is but the 
successor of other similar 
insurrec- 
tions which have occurred in Cuba 
against the domination of Spain, ex- 
tending over a period of nearly half 
a century, each of which, during its 
progress, has subjected the 
United 
States to great eifort and expense in 
enforcing 
its 
neutrality 
laws, 
caused enormous losses to 
Ameri- 
can trade and commerce, caused ir- 
ritation, annoyance and disturbance 
among our citizens and by the exer- 
cise of cruel, barbarous and uncivi- 
li'/.ed practices of warfare, shocked 
the sensibilities and 
offentled the 
human sympathies of our people. 


"Since the present revolution be- 
gan, in February, 1895, this country 
has seen the fertile domain at 
our 
threshold ravaged by fire and sword 
in the course of 
a struggle un- 
e(iualled in the history of the islanil, 
and rarely paralelled as to the num- 
ber of the combatants and the bit- 
terness of the contest by any revo- 
lution of modern times where a de- 
pendent people, striving to be free, 
have been opposed by the power of 
the sovereign state. 


"Our people have beheld a once 
prosperous community reduced to 
com})arative 
want, 
its 
lucrative 
commerce 
virtually 
iiaralized, its 
exceptional productiveness 
dimin- 
ished, its fields laid waste, its mills 
in ruins and its people perishing by 
tens of thousand from hunger and 
destitution. 
We have found 
our- 
selves constrained, 
in the 
observ- 
ance of that strict neutrality which 
our laws enjoin and which the law 
of nations commands, to police our 
own waters and watch our own sea 
ports in prevention of any unlawful 
act in aid of the Cubans. 


WHAT AMERICA HAS SUFrEUEU 


"Our 
trade 
has 
suffered; the 
capital invested hy our citizens 
in 
Cuba has been largely lost, and the 
temper and forbearance of our peo- 
ple have been sorely tried as to be- 
get a perilous unrest among our 
own citizens, which has inevitably 
found its expression from time 
to 
time in the national legislature, 
so 
that issues wholly external to 
our 
own body politic engross attention 
and stand in the way of that 
close 
devotion to domestic advancement 
that becomes a self con trailed com- 
monwealth whose primeval maxim 
has been 
the 
avoidance of 
all 
foreign entanglements. 
All 
this 
must needs awaken and has indeed 
aioused th^ u t m o ^ concern on 
the 
pare of thi^ government, 
as 
well 
during my predecessor's term a^ in 
my awn. 


"In April, 1896, the evils from 


which our country suffered throu.tih 
the Cuban war became so onerous 
that mj^ predecessor made an effort 
to bring about a peace through the 
mediation 
of this government 
in 
any way that might tend to an hon- 
orable adjustment of the contest be- 
tween Spain and her revolted colony, 
on the basis of some effective scheme 
ot self-government for Cuba, 
under 
the flag and sovereignty 
of Spain. 
It failed, through the refusal of t h e 
Spanish government then in power 
to consider any form of 
mediation 
or indeed any i>lan of 
settlement 
which did not begin with the actual 
submi.ssion of the insurgents to the 
mother countrj", and then 
only on 
such terms as Spain herself 
might 
see üfc to grant. 
The war continued 
unabated. 
The resistance of the in- 
surgents was in no wis ediminished. 


I'OLICY OK DEVASTATION. 


"The efforts of Spain were in- 
creased, 
both 
by the dispatch of 
fresh levies to Cuba and by the ad- 
dition to the horrors of the strife ot 
a new and inhuman ijhase happily 
unprecedented in the modern his- 
tory of the civilized Christian people. 
The policy of devastation and con- 
centration, 
in augurated 
by 
the 
captain general's bando of October 
21, 18l)ß, in the province of Pinar 
Del Rio, was thence extended,to em- 
brace all of the island to which the 
power of the Spanish arms was able 
to reach by occupation or by mili- 
tary operations. 
The peasantry, in- 
cluding all dwelling in the open ag- 
ricultural interior, were driven into 
the garrison 
towns 
or 
isolated 
places held 
by the troops. 
The 
raising and movement of provisions 
of all kinds were interdicted. 
Tlie 
fields were laid waste, dwellings un- 
ro 3fed and 
fired, 
mills 
destroyed, 
and in abort everything that could 
desolate the land and render it unfit 
for human 
Jiabitation or support 
was commanded by one or the other 
of the contending parties and exe- 
cuted by all the powers at their dis- 
posal. 


"By the time the present admin- 
istration took olfice a year ago, re- 
concentration, so called, had been 
made effective over the better part 
of the 
four central 
and western 
provinces, Santa Clara, 
Matanzas, 
Havana and Pinar del Rio. 
The 
agricultural population, to the esti- 
mated number of 300,000 or more, 
was herded within the towns an d 
their immediate vicinage, 
deprived 
of the means of support, 
rendered 
destitute of shelter, left poorly clad 
and exposed to the most unsanitary 
conditions.

MISEIIY ANL> STARVATION. 


"As the scarcity of food increased 
with the devastation of the depopu- 
lated areas of production, 
destitu- 
tion and want became misery and 
starvation. 
Month by month 
the 
death rate increased in an alarming 
ratio. 
By March, 1897, according 
to 
conservative 
estimates 
from 
official Spanish sources, 
the mor- 
tality among 
the 
reconcentrades, 
from starvation and the diseases 
thereto incident, exceeded fifty jjer- 
centum of their total number. 
No 
practical relief was accorded to the 
destitute. 
) 


"The overburdened 
towns, 
al- 
ready suffering from the 
general 
dearth, could give no aid. 
So-called 
'zones of cultivation' 
established 
within the immediate area of effec- 
tive military control about the cities 
and fortified camps proved illusory 
as a remedy for the suffering. 
The 
unfortunates, 
being for the most 
part 
women and children, 
with 
aged and helpless men, enfeebled by 
disease and hunger, could not 
have 
tilled the soil without tools, seed or 
shelter, for their own support or fpr 
the supply of the citiesf 


"Eoconcentration, adopted avow- 
edly as a war measure in order to 


NOT CIVIUZED WARFARE. 


"As I said in m y message of 
the 
1st of December, it was not civilized 
warfare ; it was extermination. The 
only peace it could beget was 
that 
of the wilderness and the grave. 


"Meanwhile the military 
situa- 
tion in the i.sland had undergone a 
noticeable change. 
The extraordi- 
nary activity that characterized the 
second year of the war, when 
the 
insurgents invaded even the hitherto 
unharmed fields of Pinar del Rio 
and carried havoc and destruction 
up to the walls of the city of Ha- 
vana itself, had 
relapsed into 
a 
dogged struggle in the central and 
eastern ijrovinces. 


"The Spanish arms regained 
a 
measure of control in Pinar del Rio 
and parts (^f Havana, but, under the 
exisiting conditions of 
the 
rural 
country, 
without 
immediate 
im- 
provement of their productive situ- 
ation. 


"Even 
thus partially 
restricted 
the revolutionists held their own 
and their conquest and submission, 
put forward by 
Spain as the es- 
sential and 
sole basis of 
peace, 
seemed as far distant as at the out- 
set. 


"In this state of affairs my ad- 
ministration found itself confronted 
with the grave problem of its duty. 


My message of last December re- 
viewed the situation, and narrated 
the steps taken with a view to 
re- 
lieving its acutness aud opening the 
way to some form of honorable set- 
tlement. 


CHANGE OF GOVERNMENT. 
The assassination of the prime 
minister, Canovas, led to a 
change 
of government in Spain. 
The for- 
mer administration 
pledged to sub- 
jugation without 
concession 
gave 
place to that of a more liberal party, 
committed long in advance to a pol- 
icy of reform involving the wider 
principle of home rule for Cuba and 
Puerto Rio. 
The overtures of this 
government, made through its new 
envoy, General Woodford, and look- 
ing to an immediate and effective 
amelioration of the condition of the 
island, although not accepted to the 
extent of admitted mediation in anj'- 
shape, were met by assurances that 
home rule, in an advanced phase, 
would be forthwith offered to Cuba, 
without waiting for the war to end, 
and that 
moi-e humane 
metohds 
should thenceforth prevail in the 
conduct of hostilities. 


"Consequently, with these decla- 
rations, 
the new government 
of 
Spain continued and completed the 
policy already begun by its prede- 
cessor, of testifying friendly regard 
for this nation 
by releasing Ameri- 
can citizens held under one charge 
or another connected with the in- 
surrection, so that, by the end of 
November, not a single ]jerson en- 
titled in any way to our national 
protection, remained in a Spanish 
prison. 


"While these negotiations were in 
progress, the increasing destitution 
of the unfortunate reconcentrados 
and the alarming mortality among 
them claimed earnest attention. 


"The success which had attended 
the limited measure of relief extend- 
ed to the suffering American 
citi- 
zens among them by the judicious 
expenditure, through the 
consular 
agencies, of the money ajjpropriated 
expressly for their 
succor by 
the 
joint resolution approved May 
24, 
1897, i)rompted the humane 
exten- 
sion of a similar scheme of aid to 
the great body of sulferers. 


•MEASURES FOR CUHAN RELIEF. 


"A 
suggestion 
to this end vras 
acquisced in 
by the Spanish au- 
thorities. 
On the 2-Hh of December 
last, I caused to be issued an appeal 
to the American people, inviting 
contributions in money or in 
kind 
for the succor of the starving suffer- 
ers in Cuba, following this on 
the 
8th of January by a similar irablic 
announcement of the formation of a 
central Cuban relief committee, with 
headquarters in New York 
City, 
composed of three members 
repre- 
senting the American National Red 
Cross and the religious and business 
elements of the community. 
The 
efforts of that committee have been 
untiring 
and 
have 
accomplished 
much. 


"Arrangements for free tranpor- 
tation to Cuba have greatly aided in 
the charitable work. 
The president 
of the American Red Cross and rep- 
I'esentatives of other contributory 
organizations have generously vis- 
ited Cuba and co-operated with the 
consul general and the local author- 
tics to make effective distribution 


been saved. 
The necessity for a 
change in the condition of the re- 
concentradoes is recognized by 
the 
Spanish government. 
Within a few 
days past the orders of 
General 
Weyler have been revoked. 
The 
reconcentrados are, it is said, to be 
permitted to return to their homes

"The reply of the Spanish cabinet 
was received on the night

would be necessary to reach a final 
result,

The function of 
the uuban parliament in the matter 
of "preparing" peace and the man- 
ner of its doing so arc not expressed 
in the Spanish

it is understood

to give

The tomb is reached by a descent 
of 
or more slippery, worn and of 
course dirty steps. 


The Moslems regard Lazarus as a 
saint and have erected a mosque 
over the idace of his burial. 
Chris- 
tians are, of course, forbidden to en- 
ter this mosque, and thus the steps 
(made in the sixteenth century) 
down which we have entered are ac- 
counted for. 
In fact, there is no^v, 
I believe, no 
entrance 
from the 
mosque. 
The stairway leads to a 
small, square antechamber. Turn to 
3'our left through a doorway, and 
you are in tbe tomb proper, whicli is 
made to hold three or four bodies. 
On the east side is possibly the orig- 
inal entrance, now walled up. 
The 
tomb is high enough to stand up- 
right in and is cut in the solid rock 
and lined with masonry. It is large 
enough to bold quite a company. 


As to its identity with the historic 
tomb of Sacred Writ, opiqion is di- 
vided. 
Wo have accoiuits of its be- 
ing visited in the twelfth century. 
That it is a very aneicnt toiiib and 
one of the same cliaraeter cannot 
possibly be well disputed. 


However, we accept it for what 
v. e have known it to be for at least 
seven or eight centuries—the tomb 
of Lazarus.—H. O. Tanner in A. M.

'Turning to the question of recog- 
nizing at this time the independence 
of the present 
insurgent 
govern- 
ment in Cuba, we

safe pre- 
cedents in our history from

They are well summed 
up in President Jackson's 
message 
to congress, December 31, 1836, on 
the subject of the recognition of the 
independence of Texas. 
He said: 


" Tn all the contests that have 
arisen 
out of the revolutions 
of 
France, out of the disputes relating 
to the crowns of 
Portugal 
and 
Spain, out of the separation of the 
American possessions from both of 
the Euroi)ean governments, and out 
of the numerous and constantly oc 
curring struggles for dominion in 
Spanish America, 
so wisely 
con- 
sistent without just principles has 
been the action of our government 
that we have, untler the most criti- 
cal circumstance.«, avoided all cen- 
sure and encountered no other evil 
than that produced by a transient 
estrangement of good will in those 
against whom wo have been by force 
of evidence 
compelled 
ro 
decide. 
It has thus been 
made 
known to 
tin) world that the uniform jiolicy and 
practice of the Lnited 
States 
is to 
iivoide all interference in disputes 
which merely rcdate to the internal 
government of othei- nations, and 
eventually 
to recognize 
the 
au- 
thority of the prevailing party with- 
out reference to our particular 
in- 
terests and views, or to the merits 
of the original controversy. 
* 


But on this, as on every other try- 
ing occasion, safety is to be found 
in a rigid adherence 
to 
])rinciple. 
In the contest between 
Spain 
and 
the revoluted 
colonies we 
stood 
aloof and waited not only until the 
ability of the new states to 
protect 
themselves was fully 
established, 
but until the danger of their 
being 
again 
subjugated 
had 
entirely 
passed away. 
Then, 
and not 
till 
then, were they 
recognized. 
Such 
was our course in regard to Mexico 
herself. 
' 
it is true 
with 
regard to Texas civil authorities of 
Mexico had been expelled, its invad- 
ing army defeated, the chief of the 
republic himself 
captured, 
and all 
present power to control the newly- 
organized government of Te.vas an- 
uihilated withiu its confines. 
But 
on the other hautl, 
there is, in ap- 
])earance at least, an immense dis- 
parity of physical force on the side 
of Texas. 
The Mexican 
republic, 
under another executive is rallying 
its forces under a new leader, and 
menacing a fresh invasion to re- 
cover its lost dominion. 
Upon tlie 
issue of this threatened invasion,the 
independence of Texas niay be con- 
sidered as 
suspended: and 
were 
there nothing peculiar in the rela- 
tive situation of the United States 
antl Texas, our acknowledgement of 
its independence at 
such 
a crisis 
could scarcely be regarded as con- 
sistent with that 
]>rudent resolve 
with whicli 
we liave hither 
held 
ourselves boujul to treat all similar 
questions.'

'Thereupon Andrew Jackson pro- 
ccetletl to consider the risk that 
there mi«ght be imimtetl to 
the 
United States, motives of selfish in- 
terest, in view of the former claim 
on our part to the territory of Texas 
antl of the avowed purpose of 
the 
Texans in seeking recognition of 
iude})ondence as an incident to the 
in(M)ri)orMtion of Texas in the tinion, 
concluding thus : 
'Pritdencc, there- 
fore, seems to dictatt; 
that 
we 
should still stand aloof 
and 
main- 
tain our present attitmle, if not un- 
til Mexico itself, or one of the great 
foreign powers, shall recognize 
the 
independence of the now 
govern- 
ment, 
at least until the la])se of 
time or the course of events

tentling to the exertion of a 
ijoteu- 
tial influence towartl an 
ultimate 
pacific result just antl honorable 
to 
all interests concernetl. 


"The spirit of till our acts hither- 
to has 
been an earnest, 
unselfish 
desire for peace antl i)rospcrity 
in 
('uba, 
untarnished 
by 
tlitt'erences 
between us and Spain and unstained 
by the blood of American 
citizens. 


' 'The forcible intervention of the 
Unitetl States as a neutral, 
to stop 
the war, according to the large dic- 
tates of humanity 
and folhjwing 
many historical precedents where 
neighboring states have interferctl 
to check the hopeless sacrifices of 
life by internecine conflicts beyond 
their borders, 
is justifiable on ra- 
tional grounds., 
It involes, 
how- 
ever, 
hostile /constraint ui)on both 
the i)arties to t^e contest as well as 
to enforce a truce to guide the even- 
tual settlement. 


REA.SONS FOR INTKKVENTION. 


"The grounds for such interven- 
tion may be briefly summarized as 
follows: 


"First. 
In the cause and to put 
an end to the barbarities, 
Idood- 
shed, starvation and horrible misery 
now existing there and which the 
parties to the conflict are either un- 
able or unwilling to stop or miti- 
gate. 
It is no answer to say this is 
all in another country, belonging to 
another nation and is 
therefoje 
none of our business. It is specially 
our duty for it is right at our door. 


"Sccond. 
We owe it to our citi- 
zens in Cuba to afl:ord them that 
protection aiiid Indemnity for life 
and p r o i ^ t y Hvhieh no j^jovernm^ 
there 
or 
jijffprd, 
end to terminate the conditions,tt^t 
•deprive them of lega4 protection. 
"T-hiard.^ The rights^0vintein;»no 


may be jttetified by the vöiy isöri-' 
pùs îhjnîy to 'the' (jo¿úiáiéi^ 
jfeadé 
and tmsiness of oar people, and by 


trading 
vessels 
are 
liable 
to 
seizure and. are seized at our ver> 
door, by war ships of a foreign na- 
tion, the expeditions of .filibustering 
that we are powerless to prevent al- 
together, and the irritatinig tines- 
tions and entanglements thus aris- 
ing—aii these and others that I need 
not , mention, 
with the 
resulting 
strained 
relations, 
are a constant 
menace to our peace and compel us 
to keep on a semi-war footing with 
a nation with which we are at peace. 


THE LOSS OP THE MAINE. 


"These elements of danger antl 
disorder already i>ointed out 
have 
been strikingly 
illustratetl 
by a 
tragic event which has dcei)ly moved 
the American jjeople. 
I have al- 
ready transmitted to congress the 
report of the naval court of inquiry 
on the destruction 
of the 
battle 
ship Maine in the harbor of Havana 
during the night of the 
fifteenth 
of 
February. 
The destruction of that 
noble vessel has filled the national 
heart 
with 
inexpressible 
horror. 
Two hundred and 
fifty-eight 
brave 
sailors and marines, antl two ofli- 
cers of our navy, reposing in the 
fancied security of a fri<indly har- 
bor, have been hurled to death, griet 
and want brought to their 
homes 
and sorrow to the nation. 


"The 
naval 
court 
of inquiry, 
which it is needless to say 
com- 
mantls the untiualifietl confidence of 
the government, 
is unanimous 
in 
its conclusion that the 
destruction 
of the Maine was causetl by an 
ex- 
terior explosion, 
that 
of a 
sub- 
marine mine. 
It tiitl not assume to 
place the responsibility. 
That re- 
mains 
to be 
fixed. 
I n any event 
the destructitm 
of the Maine, by 
whatever exterior cause, is a potent 
and impressive proof of a state of 
things in Cuba that 
is 
intolerable. 
That condition is thus 
shown to be 
such that the Spanish 
government 
cannot assure safety antl security to 
a vessel of the 
American 
navy 
in 
the harbor of Havana on a 
mission 
of peace and rightfully there. 


"Further referring in this 
con- 
nection to recent diplomatic 
cor- 
respondence, a dispatch 
from 
our 
minister 
to 
Spain, 
of 
the 
:^6th 
ultimo, 
containetl 
the 
statement 
that the Spanish minister 
for for- 
eign aft'airs assured him 
positivelj" 
that 
Spain will do all that 
the 
highest honor and 
justice 
retjuire 
in the matter of the Maine. 


"The reply above referretl to of 
the olst ultimo also contained an 
expression i >f the readiness of Spain 
to submit to an arbitration all the 
difl'erences which can arist? in this 
luatter, which is subsequently 
ex- 
plained by the note, of the Spanish 
minister at Washington, of the 10th 
inst., as follows :

but they seem incapable of reaching 
any adjustment, and both have thus 
far failed of achieving any success 
whereby one party shall possess and 
control the island to 'the exclusion 
of . the other.

PRESIDENT CLEVELAND'S VIEW. 


"In the last annual message of 


muèt, soóiríér ' or 


siicpéésfully wiik t^e' ihs^rectioá haá 
become manifest, and it is demon- 
éti^t^d thát her sovereignty is extinct 
in Cuba for all parpo^e^ p^ its rightful 
existence, and when a hopeless strug- 
gle for its re-establishment has degen- 
erated into a strife which means noth- 
iug more than the useless sacrifice of 
human life and the utter destruction 
of the very subject matter of the con- 
tlict, a situation will be presented in 
which our obligations to the sover- 
eignty of Spain will be superceded by 
higher obligations, which we can hard- 
ly fail to recognize and discharge.' 


MR, M'KINLET'S LA.ST MESSAGE. 


"In my annual message to congress, 
December last, speaking, on this ques- 
tion. 1 said; 
! 


','The near future will demonstrate 
whether 
the indispensable condition 
of a righteous peace, just alike to the 
Cubans and to the Spaniards as well as 
equitable to all the interests so inti- 
mately involved 
in the 
welfare of 
Cuba, is likely to be attained. 
If not, 
the exigency of further and other 
action by the United States will re- 
main to be'taken. 
AVhen that time 
conies that action will be determined 
in the line of indisputable right and 
duty. 
It will be faced, without mis- 
giving or iipstitance in the light of 
the obligation this government owes 
to itself, to the people who have con- 
fitled to it the protection of their in- 
terests and honor, and to humanity.

In view of these facts and of these

not yet been communicated to me. 


"This fact, with every other perti- 
nent consideration, will. I am sure, 
have your just and careful attention in 
the solemn deliberations upon which 
you are about to enter.

transmittetl today, was prepai'ed in 
response tt> resolutions of inquiry 
adopted by both the house and sen- 
ate. 
The correspontleiice was pre- 
imred for transmission to congress 
just before the blowing 
up of the 
Maine and having been held up 
sSnce, now includes communications 
up to April I. 
It covers the com- 
munications of Consul General Lee 
at Havana, Consul McGatr at Cien- 
fugua, Consul 
Brice at Matanzas, 
Consul Hyatt at Saiitiagt) tie Cuba, 
antl Consul Barker 
at Sagua la 
Grande. 
The 
communications 
make about 00,000 words. 
They 
deal Avith the distress and suffering 
which exists in all the districts. 


But General Lee reports quite 
fully upon the decrees of the gov- 
ernment with regard to autonomy 
and other i>olitical jihases of the 
situation. 
In prepajing the corre- 
spondonce for ^namission to cpn- 
groasi OQnsiderallh||PPrtions of the 
iipportant i communications, - and 
especially rthose : marked eonfiden- 
tialv are omitted. 
The resolutipne 
to.whicb itixey are. tlie cesponee iiji 
each instance asked only for such 
correspondence as it was not deemed 


incomimtible with the public inter- 
est to make imblic. 


General 
Lee's 
correspondence 
r ins over the periotl from Novem- 
ber i;, 1897, to April 1, 1.^98. 
Much 
t)f the correspondence is of a confi- 
tlential nature antl in some of the 
important communications excerpts 
only are given. 
The periotl of the 
correspomlence 
after the blowing 
u]) of the Maine contains no refer- 
encti to that evtmt, such 
commimi- 
catious probably being deemetl 
ir- 
relevent to the purpose of the reso- 
lution calling for the 
consular eor- 
rcs])ondence in the possession of the 
government as to the 
situation 
of 
aflfairs in Cuba. 


The lirst dispatch of C4eneral Lee 
contains General Blanco's order uu- 
der dat(i of November lo, repealing, 
or rather modifying, General Wev- 
ler's order of concentration, 
which 
has heretofore been published by the 
press. 
T"'his order was matle shortly 
after General Lee returned to 
Ha 
vana from the United States lasr 
fall. 
General Lee in this communi 
cation also enclosed the proclama- 
tion of J. M. Rotlriguez, major gen- 
eral, in charge of the western

operations, addressed to the Cuban

As the Fern, bearing our consular 
represenfcitive, left the harbor there 
were cries of "Fuerra 
("Begone") 
from thon.'sand;^ of throats, and Vice 
('onsul Springer made a gesture in 
reply which meaiit "We will c«>me 
again," and cried "Esperen volver- 
nos ( "Await our return"). 


When General Lee went 
to the 
palace he was accompanied by the 
British consul, Mr. Gollan, who was 
to take unwilling 
charge 
of 
the 
American consulate. 
Mr. (-rollan is 
a Spanish sympathizer, and refused 
to take charge until 
peremptorily 
ordered to do so from London. 


(General Lee sent in his 
com])li- 
nients to (General Blanco with a r*^ 
quest for an audience). 
He was .still 
consul general, and desired to say 
that he took leave pending his re- 
turn from the United States. 


Instead of (General Blanco -canio 
Dr. ('ongosto, with the curt mes.sago 
that tlie ca})tain general did not dc- 
.siro fo see General Loe again. 
Gcn- 
e.ral TiCe was dumfounded. 
(Con- 
gosto !)owed and withdrew, leaving 
General l.iee boiling with indigna- 
tion. 


('onsul Gollan, insli-.nl of le.ívinií 
wirli (Jeneral lj<-e, nKuie an ' -vruse 
than he had to seo hr. Congosto on 
a iH^rsímal matter aiul reinained Ije- 
liiiid. 
As General Lee p.issed down 
the crowded staircasi; the Spanish 
snb.ilterns and attaoiies jn;jile way 
for him, mattering iasulfs and cry- 
ing "Fuerra I" 


It is the dut;y of soldiers (outside 
t he palace when consuls ai>pear to 
stand at atteurion. 
As (Jeueral J^ee 
jja.'^sed the soldiers remained loung- 
ing. 


So many threats had been made 
and so gross had been the 
insults 
that General Lee decided to remain 
no longer in Havana 
and went on 
board the Fern. 


(General Le.3 was so indignant at 
the conduct; of the crowds 
who 
watched 
the 
departure 
of 
the 
refugees from Havana 
Saturday 
that he wrote this note to be sent 
by the pilot to General Blanco : 


"Yon have broken every promise 
made me. 
We have l^een whistled 
at and insulted as we go. 
We will 
return, 
and your whistle will be 
that of another tune." 


General 
Lee tore this note 
up, 
liowever, and as the pilot was leav- 
ing he turned to hmi and gave him 
a verbal message to Blanco. 


Beneath the shadow of INlorro Cas- 
tle some one brought out a bottle of 
champagne and glasses, 
and 
Gen- 
eral Lee gave this toast: 


"Here is to the officers and men of 
the Maine, which was blown up by 
a Spanish mine.'' 


In 
responding, 
Mr. 
Ackers, an 
English subject, said: 


"May fifty guns speak for each of 
the Maine's dead, and may each gun 
mean fifty Spanish lives.'' 


I asked (íeneral Lee if his toast 
was significant. 
He replied : 


' 'It is significant only as 1 sjieak 
from the heart, not from the head." 


"Is it true," I asked 
him, 
"that 
you have evidence .showing 
Span- 
ish implication in the blowing up of 
tne Maine?" 


"I have a report to make on the 
Maine," he answered, 
"whicli will 
1)6 in the president's hands on Tues- 
day, but 1 have no evidence. ' 


(Jeneral Lee again denied in Key 
West that, he had any po.sitive 
evi- 
dence to add to what the court of 
quiry had reported. Speaking about 
possible 
hostilities. 
General 
Lee 
said: 


"1 believe it is my due that 
I 
should be allowed to lead the first 
division to Havana. 
If I do, jalease 
say for roe that I know how to take 
the city."

"I do so because of the intimate 


connection of the Cuban question 
with the state of our own union, 
and the grave relation the course 
which is now incumbent upon the 
nation to adopt most needs bear to 
the traditional policy of onr govern- 
ment, if it is to accord with the pre- 
cepts laid down by the founders of 
the republic and religiously ob- 
served by succeeding 'administra- 
tions to the present day. 


REVOLUTIONS IK CDBA. 


'The present revolution is but the 


successor of other similar insurrec- 
tions which have occurred in Cuba 
against the domination of Spain, ex- 
tending over a period of nearly half 
a century, each of which, during its 
progress, has subjected the United 
States to great effort and nximnso in 
enforcing 
its 
neutrality 
laws, 


caused enormous losses to Ameri- 
can trade and commerce, caused ir- 
ritation, annoyance and disturbance 
among our citizens and by the exer- 
cise of cruel, barbarous and nncivi- 
listed practices of warfare, shocked 
the sensibilities and offended the 
human sympathies of onr people. 


"Since the present revolution be- 


gan, in February, 1895, this country 
has seen the fertile domain at our 
threshold ravaged by fire and sword 
in the course of a struggle un- 
equalled in tho history of the island, 
and rarely parcelled as to the num- 
ber of the combatants aud the bit- 
terness of the contest by any revo 
lution of modem times where a tie 
pendent people, striving to he free, 
have been opposed by the power of 
the sovereign state. 


!Our people have beheld a once 


prosperous community reduced to 
comparative 
want, its lucrative 


commerce virtually paralized, its 
exceptional productiveness dimin- 
ished, its fields laid waste, its mills 
in ruins and its people perishing by 
tens of thousand from hunger and 
destitution. We have found oar 
selves constrained, in the observ- 
ance of that strict neutrality which 
onr laws enjoin and which the law 
of nations commands, to police onr 
own waters and watch our own aea 
ports in prevention of any unlawfu 
act in aid of the Cubans. 


Wtt\T VMEKtCJL HAS SfrTKfcRD 
"Our trade 
was suffered; the 


capital invested by our citizens in 
Cuba has been largely lost, and the 
temper and forbearance of onr peo 
pie have been sorely tried as to be 
get a perilous unrest among ou 
own clti/ens, which has inevitably 
found its expression from time t 
time in the national legislature, sc 
that issues wholly external to on 
own body politic engross attention 
and stand in the way of that close 
devotion to domestic advancemen

ANI> STARVATION. 


As the scarcity of food increased 


with the devastation of the dopopn- 
ated areas of production, destitu- 
tion and want became misery and 
starvation. Month by month the 
death rate increased in an alarming 
ratio. By March, 189T, according 
to 
conservative 
estimates from 


official Spanish sources, the mor- 
tality among tho roconcontradost, 
from starvation and the diseases 
thereto incident, exceeded fifty per. 
centum of their total number. 
No 


practical relief was accorded to tho 
destitute. 


"The overburdened 
towns, al- 


ready suffering from tho general 
dearth, could give no aid. 8o-cftlled 
V.onos of cultivation' established 
witbfci the immediate nroa of effec- 
tive military control about the cities 
and fortified camps proved illusory 
as a remedy for tho suffering, The 
unfortunates, being for tho most 
pan women and children, 
with 


aged and helpless men, enfeebled by 
disease atui hunger, could not have 
tilled the soil wJtboat tools, seed or 
shelter, for their own support or for 
the supply of the cities. 


"Reconceatmtioo, adopted avow- 


odly as a war measure in order to 


warfare; it was extermination. The 
only peace it could beget was that 
of the wilderness and the grave. 


Meanwhile the military situa- 


:ion in the island bad undergone a 
noticeable change. 
The extraordi- 


nary activity that characterized tho 
second year of the war, when the 
nsurgents invaded even the hitherto 
unharmed fields of Pinar del Rio 
and carried havoc and destruction 
up to the walls of the city of Ha, 
vana itself, had relapsed into a 
dogged struggle in the central and 
eastern provinces. 
i 


"The Spanish arras regained a 


measure of control in Pinar del Kio 
and parts of Havana, but, under the 
ixisiting conditions of tne rural 
country, 
without immediate im- 


provement of their productive situ- 
ation. 


Even thus partially restricted 


the revolutionists held their own 
and their conquest and submission, 
:mt forward by Spain as the es- 
sential and sole basis of peace, 
Deemed as far distant as at the out- 
set. 


In this state of affairs my ad- 


ministration found itself confronted 
with the grave problem of its duty, 


My message of last Dacembar re. 


viewed the situation, and narrated 
ihe steps taken with a view to re- 
lieving its acntness and opening the 
way to some form of honorable set- 
tlement. 


CHARGE OK (tOVEBKMEXT. 


The assassination of the prime 


minister, Canovas, led to a change 
of government in Spain. The for- 
mer administration pledged to sub- 
jugation without concession gave 
place to that of a more liberal party, 
committed long in advance to a pol- 
icy of reform involving the wider 
principle of home rule for Cuba and 
Puertu Bio. The overtures of this 
government, made through its new 
envoy, General Woodford, and look- 
ing to «n immediate and effective 
amelioration of the condition of the 
island, although not accepted to the 
extent of admitted mediation in any 
&liape, were met by assurances that 
home rule, in an advanced phase, 
would be forthwith offered to Cuba, 
without waiting for the war to end, 
and that more humane metohds 
should thenceforth prevail in the 
conduct of hostilities. 


'Consequently, with these decla- 


rations, the new government of 
Spain continued and completed the 
policy already begun by its prede- 
cessor, of testifying friendly regard 
for this nation by releasing Ameri- 
can citizens held under one charge 
or another connected with the in- 
surrection, so that, bv the end of 
November, not a single person en- 
titlod in any way to our national 
protection, remained in a Spanish 
prison. 


"While these negotiations were in

"The success which had attended 


tho limited measure of relief extend- 
ed to the suffering American citi- 
zens among them by the judicious 
expenditure, through the consular 
agencies, of the money appropriated 
expressly for their succor by the 
joint resolution approved May 21, 
18'J7, prompted the humane exten- 
sion of a similar scheme of aid to 
the great body of sufferers. 


MBASVKES FOR CUBAN KEUEK. 
A suggestion to this end wns

The Tomb or 


The tomb is reached by a descent 


of 20 or more slippery, worn and of 
course dirty steps. 


Tho Moslems regard Lazarus as a 


saint and have erected a mosque 
over the place of his burial. Chris- 
tians are, of course, forbidden to en- 
ter this mosque, and thus the steps 
(made in tbe sixteenth century) 
down which we have entered are ac- 
counted for. Iti fact, there is now, 
I believe, no entrance from the 
mosque. The stairway leads to a 
small, square antechamber. Turn to 
your left through a doorway, and 
you are in tbe tomb proper, which is 
made to hold three or four bodies. 
On tbe east side is possibly the orig- 
inal entrance, now walled up. The 
tomb is high enough to stand up- 
right in and is cut in tho solid rock 
and lined with masonry. It is large 
enough to hold quite a company. 


As to its identity with the historic 


tomb of Bacred Writ, opinion is di- 
vided. We have accounts of its be- 
ing vieited in tbe twelfth century. 
Tbat it is a very ancient tomb and 
one of the tamo character cannot 
pobfihly be well disputed. 


However, we accept it for what 


we have known it to bo for at lonst 
seven or eight eentiirien— the tomb 
of Lazarus.— H. U. Tanner in A. U. 
E. Church Review.

It has thus been made knnwn to 
tho world that the uniform policy and 
practice of the United States is to 
avoide all interference in disputes 
which merely relate to the internal 
government of other nation?, and 
eventually to roco(?ni/,e the au- 
thority of the prevailing party with-
